Applicants and neighbors 
see two very different proj- 
ects about to take place at 1 
James Island Way. 

An application by John 
and Jane Steinmetz to 
extend a common driveway 
and install underground 
utilities on James Island in 
Little Harbor recently slid 
through the Zoning Board 


of Appeals and the Planning 
Board unopposed not 
surprisingly, as the applica- 
tion was squeaky clean and 
adhered to all local bylaws. 

Construction would

State Hep. Garrett Brad- 
ley announced on July 14 
that the town of Cohasset 
will be receiving additional 
funds in this year’s state 
budget for the hiring of 
a School Resource Offi- 
cer, which will provide for 
implementation of addi- 
tional safety measures in 
the public schools. 

A six-member House- 
Senate conference 
committee reached agree- 
ment on the state budget 
on Tuesday, July 7- The full 
House passed the confer- 
ence report the following day 
bv a vote of 158 to 1. Under 
this agreement, Cohasset 
will receive an additional 
$100,000 with which to 
pay for a School Resource 
Officer. 

“We are very excited 
the state has recognized 
our need to have a School 
Resource Officer as part 
of our district," said

Superintendent Barbara 
Cataldo. "I believe we are 
the one remaining district 
without an officer and this 
will afford us the opportu- 
nity to add another layer of 
security for our students.”

Sergeant Michael 
Lopes was selected lor 
the job. He will serve as a 
counselor, role model, and 
mentor for Cohasset stu- 
dents and a resource for 
parents, faculty and staff.

1'veb.ena 
part of many events that 
recognize the sai nliees 
of our veterans and their 
families Hingham just 
presented, in spectacular 
fashion during its Fourth 
of July parade, commem- 
orations of the 7 f tth year 
of the end of hostilities of 
World War II. There was 
also recognition of the 
40th year after the end ol 
the Vietnam War. In 1983 
the I \S. led an invasion 
of Grenada ( )pera- 
tion Urgent Fury that 
resulted in a U.S. victory 
in a matter of weeks. 

Unfortunately, we've 
yet to finish the mission 
in the Middle Hast, which 
is so all encompassing 
that we might not he ever 
able to attach a single 
date to it. We are also 
participants in conflicts 
in Afghanistan and 
Africa.

There has been 
no "end" to that war and 
no victory. U.S. troops are 
stationed there today and 
there are occasional acts 
of hostilities between the 
two countries. 

When, however, do we 
hear of and recognize the 
bloody military engage- 
ments of that conflict, 
as in 'The Bridges of 
Toko-Ri," the "Chosin

Cohasset s Great Brewster Woods 


T hanks to this 

year’s South Shore 
QuesLs booklet, I’ve 
discovered a new place 
for nature walks - Great 
Brewster Woods & Dean’s 
Meadow, in Cohasset. My 
son and I checked it out 
in mid-July, along with 
two other moms and their 
boss. 

A Quest is a series of dues, 
designed for children, to help 
them better experience our 
local parks and conservation 
areas, through self-guided 
exploration. 

The 26-acre property is 
located at the end of Great 
Brewster Trail, off Higliland 
Avenue, a few steps from the 
Cohasset Town Common. 
Kighteen acres of the land 
were donated to the town in 
1985 by the Great Brewster 
Corporation, followed by 
another seven, in 1992, by 
Helen Dean. Die trail! lead 
is nestled right up against 
private residential property, 
so visitors are encouraged 
to be conscientious of the 
neighbors and remain on 
the traiL Additional parking 
is available at the Cohasset 
Town I fall and in the town 
jiarking area behind tire Vil- 
lage Shops. 

Rock ledges are one of the 
most mtercsting features of 
Great Brewster Woods. You 
encounter one as soon as you 
arrive. The small (2-3 cars)

parking area directly abuts 
a tail rock face, suitable for 
careftil climbing. After pass- 
ing by a few houses, the trail 
meanders through the woods 
and eventually tihs downliilL 
Soon after crossing a small 
stream, it arrives at a junc- 
tion. Ifyou take the side path, 
up to the left, it will lead you 
onto a ledge that overlooks 
the Mohawk salt marsh and 
Little 1 larbor. Leah’ trees 
obscure the view in the sum- 
mertime, but it’s more clear 
during the winter and spring. 

Altogether the trail runs 
for a single mile - but it's 
an interesting mile, and 
well worth your time! Tlie 
Cohasset Conservation Thist 
has created a handy 'Hail 
Guide for Great Brewster 
Woods, offering abundant 
detail regarding its trees 


and shrubs, and highlight- 
ing various other features, 
such as historic stone walls, 
mini tree- like Lycodpodium 
mosses, and Rock Tripe 
lichen growing on a shady 
ledge. Need help discerning a 
White Oak from a Red Oak? 
The Trail Guide points out 
the difference. It also identi- 
fies less-known trees such 
as Black Tupelo, American 
Hophombeam and Mocker- 
nut Hickory, and shrubs of 
Sweet Pepperbush, Common 
Witch Hazel, and Highbush 
Blueberry. 

Continuing downhill along 
the main trail, you’ll pass 
through a gap in a stone wall 
and enter Dean's Meadow. 

In this flatter section of the 
property, there are groves of 
holly, American Beech, and 
juniper (all identified by the 
trail guide). After the trail 


begins to climb again, you 
may see Sassafras, and pud- 
ding stone, as it loops back 
around Eventually, it leads 
you back to where you began. 

Although they each have 
their own charm, some of our 
local nature preserves can be 
less-than-inspiring. Around 
here, we’re quite familiar 
with White Pine! So a diverse 
parcel like Great Brewster 
Woods - especially' with Tfriil 
Guide in hand — can be a 
refreshing change of pace.

W hen we heard 
the 2018 US 
Amateur was 
coming to Franklin Park 
and George Wright golf 
courses, all that I could 
think of was Bill Flynn. 

Bill is gone now, hut if it 
wasn't for him, there 
would be no Franklin Park 
or George Wright. 

Both courses would have 
slipped away thanks to po- 
litical ineptitude in the 
1970s when the city of 
Boston had more things to 
worry about than a round 
of golf, like getting bus- 
loads of children to and 
from school. 

I remember teeing it up 
at both courses back in the 
day when Boston Parks & 
Recreation Department 
workers spent more time 
parked elsewhere or recre- 
ating some other place in- 
stead of working on the 
golf course. 

L* \ , t Y t 
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It wasn't a sweetheart 
deal. The first year they 
lost more than $200,000 
at the Hyde Park course. 

The situation at 
Franklin Park was worse 
than at the Wright. Only 
the first four holes were 
playable. Bringing the rest 
of the course back was 
costly. You can bet any 
money Flynn made went 
back into the course. 

Flynn had to change the 
culture. 

He might have set a 
record for hiring - and fir- 
ing - because if you loafed 
on the job, you were gone. 
If you were supposed to be 
cutting grass and couldn't 
be found, that was your 
last day working for Flynn. 

It had to be done. And 
slow ly, the courses were 
resurrected and in the 
third year began making 
money. 

And it’s all because of 
Flynns devotion. 

Flynn started as a cad- 
die at local courses and 
eventually because an as- 
sistant pro at Salem Coun- 
try Club. He started at 65 
cents a day as a caddie, but 
he enjoyed it so much he 
would have done it for 
nothing. 

A left-handed golfer, 
Flynn had game, despite 
being physically chal- 
lenged. He was bom with 
a partially paralyzed right 
arm. 

But he could play. Flynn 
won the won the Vermont 
Open in 1959, the Massa- 
chusetts Open in 1966 and 
the NEPGA Champi- 
onship in 1968. 

He was smart, too. Fly- 
nn served as a national 
vice president of the PGA 
and a rules official at the 
PGA Championship. Fly- 
nn could have become a 
national figure in the 
world of golf. 

But Bill was more inter- 
ested in managing golf 
courses and he built a 
small empire. 

His work at the Wright 
and Franklin Park was not 
just to earn a few extra 
dollars; it was because of 
his passion for the game. 

The MGA recognized 
Flynn in 1997 with its 
Frank H. Se liman Award 
for distinguished service. 
Four years ago, at the age 
of 74, he passed away but 
his work lives on. 

So when the top ama- 
teurs show up in 2018 US 
Amateur Championship, 
they will be surprised. 

And anyone who plays 
these two courses should 
thank Bill for what he did.

They were patronage 
jobs and some “workers" 
did not even show up for 
work other than where 
they picked up a paycheck. 

Nobody cared. No, that's 
not true. A handful of 
members cared.

Sea- 
son memberships dropped 
to about 50 golfers and the 
total income from green 
fees was approximately 
$53,000. 

The city of Boston lost 
$70,000 and politicians 
were talking about shut- 
ting them down for good. 

That’s when Flynn, with 
the backing of the Massa- 
chusetts Golf Association, 
stepped up. 

They worked out a deal 
where the city would lease 
the courses to the MGA 
for $1 a year and Flynn 
would manage the cours- 
es.

A sk for “chowder" and 
you could be repeat- 
ing the first word 
coined by Europeans in 
America. Bring a spoonful to 
your mouth, and you could be 
enjoying the first European- 
Amencan tlish. According 
to some historians, the word 
“chowder" was coined long 
before the Pilgrims sighted 
Cape Cod. Fishermen from 
various parts of Europe were 
haunting the fertile waters 
of New foundland since John 
Cabot's voyage of 1497- In 
their multilingual gatherings, 
they corrupted the French 


word chaudiere, the pot in 
which French fishermen made 
their stews, into the word 
“chowder." 

Our Com Chowder is 
just the thing for summer, 
when corn is at its best. In 
this version, we sauteed the 
sweet kernels from Peaches- 
and-Cream corn and some 
chopped potatoes in bacon 
drippings. Thickened with a 
bit of flour, the mixture then 
got a healthy douse of milk, 
then simmered about 30 min- 
utes. We added a handful of 
feta and topped the soup with 
a smattering of velvety roasted 
tomatoes (a little like gilding 
the lily, we know). Add a bit of 
basil, and you're done. 


Fresh Corn Chowder with 
Feta and Roasted Tomatoes 


The silky roasted toma- 
toes and salty feta play 
off the sweet corn in this 
creamy soup. Sun-dried 
tomatoes packed in oil 
make a fine substitute for 
the roasted tomatoes. 

■ 3 ounces bacon, diced 

■ 1 shallot, diced 

■ 1 small onion, chopped 

■ 2 Yukon Gold potatoes, 
peeled and chopped 

■ Fresh sweet corn cut 
from 4 ears (about 3 cups) 

■ 2 tablespoons flour 

■ 6 cups 2 percent 
reduced-fat milk 


■ 2 ounces feta cheese 

■ Roasted tomatoes 

Place bacon, shallot and 
onion in a large saucepan 
or Dutch oven. Cook over 
medium heat 10 minutes 
or until bacon is crispy. 
Add potatoes and corn; 
stir. Add flour and stir 
well. Cook 5 minutes. Add 
milk. Turn heat to low and 
simmer 20 to 30 minutes, 
until potatoes are tender. 
To finish, add feta, salt and 
pepper to taste and dollop 
with roasted tomatoes.
